Harry Sorenson is 
one of two veterans who served in 
World War I. His sons, Alfred “Don” 
Sorenson and Edward Sorenson 
served in World War II. Lewis 
Sorenson is a Korean War veteran 
and Jim Sorenson fought in battles in 
Vietnam. 

Lewis Sorenson, who was at the

Separate panels made out of pine 
wood make up the Military Hall of 
Honor, Separate blocks of wood rep- 
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resent veterans of each war with wale 
nut signifying World War I, cherry 
for World War I, red oak for. the 
Korean Ward, sassafras for the 


Vietnam War, red cedar for the Gulf _ 


War and white oak for the current 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. Non- 


combat veterans are represented with 


birch wood blocks. Brass plates on 
the panels list the years of the wars. 
A glass plate lists graduates. who 
were killed in action in the wars. 

Karl Golnick, who served in the 
Air Force and the National Guard, 
said he was tickled that the school is 
highlighting military service. 

“T think it’s fantastic and I’m glad 
that someone took the initiative to do 
it, because this has been long over- 
due,” Golnick said. 

John Matthews, a Marine Corp. 
veteran, said he was pleased that 
other veterans will be included on 
the wall in future years when the 
school receives their information. 


“There are tons of military guys in 


this town,” Matthews said. 

Justin Michal, a 2001 graduate 
who recently returned after serving a 
second mission with an Army 
Special Forces unit in Iraq, displayed 
some Iraqi money and Saddam 
Hussein propaganda he had obtained 
following the ceremony. 


Michal .said he. was, pleased to,be 
‘recognized so soon after his service, 


and also appreciated being able to 
give a first hand account of what 
Iraqi people are striving to over- 
come.

Fleeman, who is employed at 
the Big Boy in-Grayling, has 
lived in an apartment with 14- 
year old daughter, Sandra, and 
has been searching for suitable

housing for the last several years. 

“T would go by and look at the 
houses for sale and just dream,” 
Fleeman said. 

After learning of the opportu- 
nities through Habitat for 
Humanity, Fleeman filled out the 
paperwork and took necessary 
budgeting and finance classes. 
She and LeMay are now com- 
pleting their 250 hours of “sweat 
equity” labor in order to receive 
the home. 

“I’m happy to know there are 
people out there that care,” 
Fleeman said. 

Fleeman and LeMay will pay 
the house off over the next 10 
years, and payments to Habitat 
are kept low to give families 
financial flexibility. 

“That sure helps when you get 
someone that will work with 
you,” LeMay said. 

Jeddy Hood, the president for 
Crawford County Habitat for 
Humanity, said walls for the 
home were donated at cost from 
E-Z Built Homes.

After three years working 
without a contract, Crawford 
County officials have ratified a 
contract with county employees. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners at their last 
regular meeting approved a two- 
year contract with the Crawford 
County Chapter of American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees. 

Carol Conklin, chapter chair 
for the union who works in the 
prosecutor’s office, said the 
union has been extending its last 
contract with the county over the 


' last three years since the county 


was in a budget crunch and was 
dealing with other unions. The 
union covers 10 employees who 
work in the prosecutor’s office, 
clerk/register of deeds office, 
building and zoning department 
and equalization department. 

“We do that a lot since we’re 
not that big and we were willing 
to work with them as a courtesy 
to them,” Conklin said. 

The contract calls for a three- 
percent wage increase, which 
was paid retroactively. 

The employees in the union 
agreed to pay five percent of 
their wages for their medical 
insurance, and also agreed to 
pay higher co-pays for prescrip- 
tion coverage.

acids, reactives, mercury con- 
taining products including fluo- 
rescent light bulbs, and poisons. 
If you wonder about some of the 
items you have, check the label -

material is hazardous. Please, no 
commercial waste. 

We will not accept latex paint, 
appliances or scrap metal, Latex 
paint may be landfilled once it is 
dry. The best way to do that is to 
mix it with something such as 
sand or kitty litter and allow it to 
dry. 

A “Drop and Swap/Exchange” 
lable where items that are no 
longer of use to one person but 
may be useful to another can be 
dropped oft will be available 
again this year. All items must be 


in good condition, true to label 
and uncontaminated. 

This collection is paid from 
the county Environmental Fund 
which is available through annu- 
al payments to the county by 
Waste Management at the Waters 
Landfill, The cost to the 
Environmental fund is generally 
$7,000 - $10,000. 

We will also be collecting 
Electronic Waste (“e-waste”); 
specifically old computers, mon- 
itors, printers, scanners, key- 
boards, cell phones and the like. 
Because of the potentially haz- 
ardous nature of some of the 
materials used to make electron- 
t¢ components of such items 
(mercury, lead, cadmium, etc.) 
they should not be landfilled. 
Additionally, they readily lend 
themselves to recycling. Once 
we collect them, the items will 
be recycled. 

Because of the additional cost 
of the e-waste collection, 
will be a charge for some of the 
larger items, as detailed below.

Class of 2005 nets over $634,000 in scholarships 


Grayling High School held. its 
annual Senior Honors Night on 
Thursday, May 19. During the 
program, seniors were recog- 
nized for their academic accom- 
plishments, and local scholar- 
ships were awarded. The gradu- 
ating class of 2005 earned over 
$423,000 in scholarships from 
colleges, $172,500 from the state 
of Michigan and $38,700 in local 
scholarship funds for a total of 

$634,200, the most ever eamed 
by a GHS class. 

With approximately 144 stu- 
dents expected to receive diplo- 
mas on June 3, nearly half the 
class earned the $2,500 MEAP 
Merit Award. These scholarships 
are funded by the state and are 
awarded to students who receive 
an endorsement level of one or 
two on the reading, writing, math 
and science portions of the 
MEAP test. Students who earned 
qualifying scores on the seventh 
and eighth grade MEAP tests 
may be eligible for an additional 
$500. The MEAP is taken by 
high school juniors every spring. 

Additionally, the class of 2005 
earned several college scholar- 
ships ranging in amounts from 
$4,000 to $6,000 over the course 
of four years. Students have 
accepted scholarships from 


Albion College, Baker College, 


Central Michigan University, 


Cornerstone University, Kendall 


College of Art and Design, 


Kirtland Community College, 
Michigan Technological 
University, Northern Michigan 
University, Saginaw Valley State 
University and the University of 
Michigan. 

_A $10,000 scholarship from 
the Grayling Generating Station 
and $10,000 in scholarships from 
the GHS Alumni Association 
accounted for half of the scholar- 
ship money earned locally. The 
continued support of Grayling’s 
college-bound students through 
scholarships offered by local 
organizations and businesses has 
been tremendous.

State encourages awareness during travel season 


As Michigan residents prepare

* Make sure all the dials on the 


pump reset to zero. 

¢ Check to make sure the price 
per gallon remains the same 
throughout the pumping process. 

* Make sure the meter stops 
running when you stop the pump. 

-¢ Check the price computation 
on your receipt to make sure it is 
correct. 

* Consult your owner’s manual 
to identify the recommended 
octane level of your vehicle. 

While you are on the road, you 
can increase your miles per gal- 
lon by following these tips for 
energy efficient driving: 

¢ Stay within posted speed lim- 
its. Gas mileage decreases rapid- 
ly at speeds above 60 mnules per 
hour, 

* Travel during off-peak times 


to avoid rush hour. 

* Do not drive aggressively. 

* Avoid unnecessary trips and 
idling for more than one minute. 

* Combine errands. 

« Use overdrive gears and 
cruise control when appropriate.

Derwich Industries seeks additional land

Even before moving into a sec- 
ond building in the Grayling 
Industrial Park, §Derwich 
Industries is seeking room for 
expansion. 

Derwich Industries is seeking 
to purchase nine acres in the 
industrial park which is owned 
by the City of Grayling. 

Derwich Industries, which has 
been in operation since 1993, 
moved from operating in a pole 
bam on Jones Lake Road, to a 
building used by the former 
Grayling Reel, last year. 

The move allowed the compa- 
ny’s work force to grow from 
nine to having 31 employees. 
Another five to six employees 
will ‘come on board once the 
8,000 foot facility opens later 


this summer, said Derwich 
Industries President Erich 
Christman. 


The company applies: parts 
used in roof racks for the 
Hummer sport utility vehicle and 
is also making four parts for the 
new Chevrolet SSR truck. 
Derwich also supplies roof rack

parts for Sterling Heights-based 
Sport Rack Systems, one of the 
largest manufacturers of roof 
rack systems. 

The company also makes 
water filtration systems for Big 
Foot Manufacturing, of Cadillac, 
and tips which are placed on the 
bottom of walking canes. 

Christman said work is still 
being done out of the Jones Lake 
Road facility, which will move 
into the second plant in the 
industrial park. The company has 
the potential for additional jobs 
with existing customers. | 

“Once we get that flowing, we 
will pursue more work a lot 
heavier,” Christman said. “If you 
don’t have room to grow, you're 
not going to get any more busi- 
ness,”

Going Native 

For most of us, growing a gar- 
den that looks like those shown 
in home improvement magazines 
is either too much work or next 
to impossible, Often times the 
soil is blamed or insect infesta- 
tions, lack of rain late or late sea- 
son frost. To be honest, many dif- 
ferent and beautiful flowers, 
grasses and bushes grow here 
naturally that are overlooked by 
the home gardening articles. 
Most of these are marked as 
native plants. Native plants are 
usually sold through small nurs- 
eries locally, which means that 
they are generally cold hardened 
to the area and are commonly 
found growing in the available 
soils. 

There are many advantages to 
growing a native garden. First, 
since these plants are found natu- 
rally growing in the area, they are 
usually easy to establish and 
grow quite well. Second, because 
they grow locally, they are toler- 
ant or resistant to drought, 
insects and cold weather dam- 
age. Once natives have been 
established, they often require 
little additional care, making 
them the perfect choice for 
weekenders and people who have 
little time to garden. 

Proper site selection and spac- 
ing are still important parts of 
gardening, even with natives. 
Sites receiving very little sun 
should be planted using semi or 
shade tolerant species. Plants 
requiring full sun light may grow 
in a shaded location but may not

diers, marines and other mititary 
personnel who are killed are just 
as dead as victims of America’s 
other more traditional wars.

MEMORIAL DAY, or 
Decoration Day as it was origi- 
nally known, is an Atherican 
invention, It began in the South 


flower or grow as big or as fast if 
it were planted on a site receiving 
full sunlight. Spacing between 
plants should be based on size 
and spread rate of the plant. 
Native grasses’ such as Big 


Bluestem, for example, should ~ 


be spaced three feet apart. Most 
wildflowers, however, can be 
placed as close as a foot apart. 
This close spacing helps crowd 
out weeds in the garden limiting 
their ability to compete with the 
natives in the garden. Saving the 
gardener time and extra work and 
reducing the amount of herbi- 
cides used. 

A native garden can be used to 
bring wildlife to your property. A 
bush or two can be placed in or 
near the garden, this gives birds a 
place to rest. Most native bushes 
also provide small fruits or nuts 
for animals to eat. Tall native 
grasses can provide a protection 
from cold winds, A rock can be 
placed in the garden to offer a 
warm place to rest for butterflies 
and other cold-blooded visitors. 
A rock can also act as a focal 
point for your new native land- 
scape. 

Native plant gardens can be 
just as beautiful and enjoyable as 
non-native ornamental gardens 
with less herbicides, pesticides 
and work,

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Sections of bicycle turnpike are perfect cokes 
of good thoughts implemented the wrong Way . 


To the editor: 

After reading recent articles 
you have published about the 
local bike path, the Grayling 
Bicycle Turnpike and its down- 
town offshoots, I would like to 
point out some facts. You have 
somewhat patted the Michigan 
Department of Transportation, 
(MDOT), on the back, but J think 
you need to take a more critical 
look at what they have really 
done. I do want to say, however, 
that 1 think their intentions are 
certainly good, but I believe they 
have put safety aside and they 
did not design the trail with the 
most current accessibility and 
user protection concepts in mind. 

The following information 
explains why I and others, who 
happens to be avid users of the 
trail, feel this way. 

It so happens that formal com- 
plaints have been filed with the 
Michigan Department of Civil 
Rights and the United States 
Department of Justice against 
MDOT because of their disre- 


gard for safety near the high 
school intersection and the I-75 
bridge crossing along with other 
mobility and disability issues 
that effect parts of the newest 
section of the trail. These con- 
cerns have been substantiated by 
The Spinal Network, a national 
disability organization, and these 
same issues are also currently 
being scrutinized by the League 
of Michigan Bicyclists, one of 
our state’s most popular cycling 
organizations. 

Last fall you published an arti- 
cle whereby a local lawyer made 
comments stating he believe that 
the pathway is well within the 
guidelines of the American’s 
with Disabilities Act, (ADA), but 
I can assure you this is just not 
the case. You also published arti- 
cle’s lead readers to believe that 
snowmobiles are not doing dam- 
age to the trail yet they are in fact 
destroying it. And in last weeks 
paper your bike path articles lead 
readers to think that Grayling 
should be used as a model and or 


teaching tool for ‘eis bike path 
development. The facts are: part 
of the new bike trail is truly a 
safety and accessibility debacle 
and what MDOT did last week 
by painting white lines on city 
streets gives bicyclists nothing 
more than a “false sense of secu- 
rity” as they ride through down- 
town streets. In my opinion, what 
was done last week may even 
create more danger for a cyclist. 

I commend people like Wayne 
Koppa and all the others who 
have put in lots of time and effort 
in hopes of developing a great 
place to ride. But one of the 
problems is that the bicycle com- 
mittee, development engineering 
firms and agencies like MDOT 
who work on these projects are 
not at all staffed by avid users of 
these trails. It is extremely obvi- 
ous that the persons responsible 
for publishing erroneous infor- 
mation about the local trails in 
local print media are not users 
either. 

So the old saying goes, “don’t 


write about what you don’ t know 
anything about.” If you want 
some truthful and accurate infor- 
mation about how bicycle friend- 
ly Grayling is, then interview the 
people who use the trail and 
know something about it, rather 
than getting information from 
people who haven’t been on a 
bike in years. If you want good 
input on how to make a trail bet- 
ter, then ask these same persons. 
Like I said earlier, I think these 
agencies, committees and vari- 
ous organizations have wonder- 
ful intentions and ideas, but 
when their thoughts end up get- 
ting developed, “something gets 
lost in the wash,” so to speak. 
Some sections of the Grayling 
Bicycle Turnpike are a perfect 
example of some of those good 
thoughts being implemented the 
wrong way.

On each of my four trips to 
Iraq since the fall of Saddam 
Hussein two years ago, I have 
had the honor of meeting with 
American servicemen and 
women, including many from 
Michigan, who are serving 
bravely in Iraq. I recently 
returned from Baghdad : where 
once again I] was impressed by 
the dedication of our troops and 
their commitment to succeed in 
their mission. 

Success in Iraq hinges on sev- 
eral key factors, including train- 
ing Iraqis to serve their own 
country; the new Iraqi leaders 
establishing an inclusive govern- 
ment; and changing the dynamic 
of our presence in the country, 

During my visit I met with 
senior U.S. military and civilian 
officials and several key Iraqi 
political leaders. The visit

270,000 trained and cquipped 
Iraqi Security Forces by June of 
2006 remains a very ambitious 
one. 

While there is some progress 
on security issues, the political 
road ahead presents other chal- 
lenges. 

Iraq has three principal com- 
munities: the Shia, the Kurds and 
the Sunni Arabs, Under Saddam 
Hussein, the Sunni Arabs con- 
(rolled (he government even 
though they are a minority. In 
January, the Iraqi people took 
their first steps toward a repre- 
sentative government when they 
held their first ever free election.

In forming a new government, 
Iraqis must meet the challenge of 
reaching. a political solution that 
takes into account the aspirations 
of all their countrymen. As part 
of that process, newly elected 
officials from the three commu- 
nities have been. negotiating 
leadership positions in the ‘new 
government. 

In Baghdad, I met with key 
political officials from each of 
the groups, The new prime min- 


ister, Ibrahim Jaafari, a Shia, 


assured me of his commitment to 
a united country with respect for 
and protection of the rights of all 
minorities. Barham Salih, who 
represented the new Iraqi presi- 
dent, Jalal Talibani, a Kurd, gave 
me the Kurdish perspective on 
the new government. Dr. 
Haachim Hassani, a Sunni Arab, 
told me that he would accept the 
post of parliament speaker 
because his country needs him. 

One important challenge fac- 
ing these new Iraqi leaders ts 
how to change the way the U.S.- 
led coalition is viewed by some 
of the Iraqi people. Right now, 
we're viewed by most as a 
Western country occupying a 
Muslim country. That is a -very 
dangerous perception for us and 
plays right into the hands of the 
insurgents who are attacking and 
killing our troops. 

In my meetings with the Iraqi 
leaders, I gave each of them a let- 
ter in which I requested that the

new Iraqi soveriiaient formally 
invite the international commu- 
nity, including the United States, 
to maintain forces in Iraq during 
the interim period while Iraqi 
security forces are being trained. 

This invitation would help 
change the perception of us from 
one of occupiers to one of part- 
ners, similar to how we: are 
viewed in South Korea, We're 
not in South Korea as an occupi- 
er, we’re there as an invited ally 
by the South Koreans. Ibrahim 
Jaafari, the new prime minister, 
said he would support issuing the 
invitation I requested, as did 
Barham Salih.
